A^zonai,^^  about  2100  bonre*  30  June  1952»  vhen  they  snddeally^bocarii'" 
aw3^  of  a light  of  nznisual  brilliance  about  45^’Abov^ths  horison  and  in 
an  easterly  direction  froa  their  position.  Mr.  MflU^lmmediately  stopped 
the  ear  and  they  both  got  out  to  observe  the  light.  Both  described  it  as 
generally  round  in  shape*  apparently  very  far  away  and  eaittitig  a strange 
white  light  of  unusual  brilliance.  Mr.  CHlHAtatrjd  that  he  has  done  a 
great  deal  of  welding  and  eonpared  the  light  to  that  nade  by  a welding 
t^nch.  After  getting  out  of  the  ear  they  observed  the  light  for  ^ period 
of  five  (5)  to  eight  (3)  seconds.  As  they  watched,  the  object  traveled 
downward*  arching  slightly  to  the  right*  traveling  very  faet*  and  leaving 
no  trail.  It  suddenly  blinked  out*  then  reappeared  near  the  horison, 
then  traveled  upward  at  an  extremely  high  rate  of  epeed.  After  two  (2) 
or  three  (3)  seconds*  it  suddenly  flashed  out  again*  then  appeared  al^ut 
45^  above  the  horison.  Both  1&.  and  Mrs.  agreed  that  the  object 

ai^ared  to  be  at  least  several  miles  away  and  traveled  much  faster  than 
s«y  known  aircraft.  Mr^^MVflitated  it  appeared  to  bo  as  large  as  a 
full  Htoon.  Els  wife  described  it  as  being  larger  than  any  star*  but  some 
smaller  than  a full  moon.  Both  stated  they  were  startled  and  were  not  sure 
of  the  total  length  of  time  they  observed  the  object*  but  belike  they 
could  actually  see  it  for  about  thirty  (30)  seCjg^^^Ji^JJB^^e  the 
owner  end  maasger  the  Phoenix* 

Arisoaa,  and  ha  and  Mrs.  I^^Hfare  apparently  of  average  intelligence.  Ur.  and 
Nre^^pKF  also  stated  that  tbs  object  they  sighted  made  no  audible  sound*
